tin writtes from Panama that tlie hal 
lias not been told of the condition of at 
fairs there. 


About half a mile fiorn the roadsteat 


at Colon is a point of artificial land 01 
which stands the ruins of houses crectei 
at a cost of one hundred thousand dol 
lars for the temporary accommodation 
of De Lesseps and his son. The fouu 
dations for the houses and most of th 
point were made by dumping into th 
mud machinery purchased for the cana 
aud covering the whole with earth am 
sod. 
De Lesseps is credited with hav- 


ing spent two weeks at his house. 


On the tops of the hills may be seei. 


the houses built for the engineers and 
their servants, all elaborate, all dis 
mantled, all decaying. At Colon arc 
some forty or fifty tugs going to decay 


On the sidings and special tracks 


stand lines of abandoned dump cars ant 
locomotives. The common report there 
is that there are enough abandoned duini 
cars and locomotives to reach twice 
across the isthmus (forty-live miles; 
Vines grow over these rotting vehicles 
and the locomotive boilers an: so eaten 
with ru.st that they may be broken will 
an ordinary hammer. 


Acres and acres are covered with part? 


of cars that have never been set up anc: 
large sheds are filled with locomotives, 
both cam and locomotives being of u 
special gauge and useless elsewheie. 


The fields are full of abandoned ma-

The War Ships. 


Tiie gathering of the war ships of the 


great nations of tiie world in Ilampton 
Roads, preparatory to taking part in the 
naval review at Xew York is an event 
of no uncommon interest. There is a 
noble display of vessels at Fortress Mon- 
roe already, and a number of others are 
yet to come. 


Tlie largest of these men-of-war on 


hand is the English cruiser Blake, one 
of tlie best equipped fighting ships in tl 
world. She is a most formidable vessel, 
heavily armored and has 20.000 horse 
power. But the other nations have not 
sent their best ships. Russia could not 
send hers, because they are only now 
getting out of the ice in the Danube, and 
France and Italy could not spare their 
very best cruisers. 
Germany's quota 


has not yet arrived, and one or two from 
South America are to come in yet, as 
well as those from Spain. 


So far the vessels of France, Germany, 


Italy, Russia, Holland and England have 
arrived, and they with the magificent 
United Slates vessels make a superb 
showing 
in 
Ilampton 
Roads. The 


American people may be proud of their 
naval representation. While the Eng- 
lish cruiser, Blake, is larger than ours, 
none of the foreign vessels are as perfect 
in their mechanism, war appliances and 
armored sides as are those of the United 
States.

Garden Making. 


As much garden making has been 


done vip to this time as is usual with 
people who have small patches of 
ground to cultivate in country towns. 
There is also a certain amount of land 
set apait on every farm, which the 
women of a household have in charge 
after the ground has been prepared for 
planting. In many cases the income 
from this branch of a farm is larger ii: 
proportion to the area worked than that 
under cultivation on any part of the 
same farm, the income from which is ex- 
pended on children and the lesser needs 
of a farm house. The farmer's wife and 
daughters take great pride in their gar- 
dens, as do the housewives who main- 
tain similar patches for "truck" produc- 
tions in more or less quantities. All 
such gardens are creditable to all such 
homes.

aid in educating the public mind to a full 
sense of the magnitude of the work ac- 
complished, aud the scope of its useful- 
ness as a public benefactor. 


PKEblDEXT FORD'S ADDRESS. 


"While thanking you for the courtesies 


extended to us to-night, the Pennsyl- 
vania Commissioners of Fisheries desire 
to give your Association and its "Tiests 
some idea of the work that has been ac- 
complished, and the benelit of their 
labors to Pennsylvania. The Pennsyl- 
vania Fish Commission has kept steadily 
in view the restoration of our rivers 
streams and lakes to their old-time 
fecundity, or in other words, the in- 
crease aud cheapening of the supply of 
food fish for the people. When the 
Fish Commission has been assailed, as it 
sometimes lias been, the attack is due to 
ignorance on the part of the assailants 
of this great object. 


The cry has sometime been raised 


that the Fish Commission is working in 
the interests of anglers and sportsmen; 
that the chief production of its hatch- 
eries is game fish, aud that its effors to 
make aud eufoie restrictive laws are the 
results of mandatory emanations from 
af-sociations and clubs to whom angling 
interests are dearer than the public wel- 
fare. This charge has a certaiu influence 
with the thoughtless, who do not trouble 
themselves to investigate the doings of 
the Pennsylvania Fish Commission. 
But let us see what are the facts. 
In 


tlie past three years the Pennsylvania 
Commissioners have deposited m the 
waters of the Commonwealth over lo" - 
000.000 of fish. Of this number only 
U,UOO,000 have been strictly game fish, 
leaving 143,000,000 of food fish supplied 
to our rivers and lakes: shad, whitefish, 
pike perch, all the commercial fish of 
these waters. Of trout applications 
alone fully »0 per cent, are from farm- 
ers residing on the brooks. And why 
not ? They know what is profitable to 
them. The people of our mountain 
counties would sadly miss the sums left 
with them by anglers and tourists, if 
they allowed their streams to be an- 
nually depleted, and neglected to apply- 
to the Fish Commission to replenish 
them. The farmers throughout the 
State are awakening to the benefit of 
restrictive laws. 


A comparison of what the Pennsyl- 


vania Fish Commission has done in the 
last ten years, or rather, a statement of 
its output in 1SS2 (the year of the 
formation of the Pennsylvania Fish 
Protective Association), compared with 
that of 1892, will best show its pro- 
gress.

nothing for the future, are solicitous 
only for the profits of the day, and have 
no thought of making the world better 
tor those who may come alter them. 
And yet, with threatumg hostile legisla- 
tion, and much that is disheartening lo 
earnest endeavor, it may be sometimes 
permitted to the enthusiast in :ish cul- 
ture to prophetically read the far luture. 
In that mental panorama he sees our 
two noble rivers, the Delaware aud Sus- 
(luehanna, teeming with food nsh lor 
the people. He sees the lowland stream. 
again yielding their tinny supply- prolilic 
as iu Colonial days, while the wouuuui 
brooks renewed with aquatic life, bring 
profit aud sustenance to the dwellers ou 
their banks.

The hatcheries at Allentown and 


Horry have been doubled in capacity by 
the erection of new buildings, and, 
ihough producing trout to their fullest 
extent, cannot begin to supply the de- 
mand. 


Since 1882 the code of protective laws 
las been revised and strengthened, and 
an inter-State law protecting the Deal- 
fare has been passed by the States of 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 


In 1882 there were over 500 fish weirs 


n the Delaware River between the New 
York State line and Trenton. The 
had catch in that river, owing to the 
vholesale destruction of young shad in 
hese fish weirs or «el baskets, had 
dwindled to a valuation of $81,000. 


In 1892 there was not an eel basket in 
he river. They were destroyed by the 
?ish Commission, and the annual catch 
f shad has risen in value to over half 
, million dollars. There is a bill ndw 
jefore the Legislature asking for the 
estoration of these eel baskets to the 
ivers and streams o£ our common- 
vealth. 


If the gentlemen who make our laws 
onld see these eel racks in operation in 
imes past, and could see, not only game 
ish, but thousands of dead shad fry 
akenfrom them to fertilize the land, 
hey would pause betore they would 
ver sanction a measure ttiat would be a 
leath blow to the work of the State 
Pish Commission 
To-day the shad fishing industry in the 
>usquehanna is in as bad a plight as was 
that of the Delaware in 1882, and the 
Fish Commission is now endeavoring to 
redeem it. They are in treaty with the 
Maryland Commission for the abroga- 
tion of eel racks in the lower Susque- 
hanna, and they are endeavoring to 
secure an appropriation for ushwasys in 


The Coal Supply. 


The enormous consumption of coal 


and its ultimate result, the exhaustion 
of the supply, have frequently been re- 
ferred to by way of warning and admo- 
nition. There is, of course, a limit to 
the amount of coal that man am obtain 
from tue crust of the earth. Tlie con- 
ditions under which the carbomlerous 
deposits were made aud the localities 
where they can be found and worked, 
are known, and it is not unlikely that 
n'ltlnu a few centuries mankind will 
have to look elsewnere tor the mechan- 
ical energy which is now durned troui 
the burning of coal. 


]3ut the situation is not quite so des- 


perate, says 1'nutli'.- C'"«<^'<»<»« as it 
uas sometimes been represented. Petro- 
leum, tor instance, is beginning to be 
used in the place ot cual. Many per- 
sons connect petroleum with coal 111 
their mmds, supposing that llie two aic 
always found iu the same localities, and 
are necessarily related to one another 
m their origin. But this is not so. Pe- 
troleum is tar more widely distubutcd 
than coal. 


Coal is found principally in one kind 


of strata, namely, the so-called caibon- 
iterous loimatiuii, hut i>eii-oleum or 
rock oil exists m iium diiicrent strata, 
and the mmous itussun ciiemist, i>r.

Editor of Compiler: Secretary Car- 


lisle is daily proving himself to be the 
right man in the right place. He has 
not allowed himself to become anxious 
or excited during the financial flurry of 
the week, brought about, as he firmly 
believes, hy a combine of bankers who 
are seeking by a renewed demand for 
gold for shipment abroad to force an is- 
sue of bonds. So firm is the Secretary 
in his belief that this is true that he 
politely, but positively, declined to ac- 
cept an invitation extended him by Xew 
York city bankers to meet them in that 
town for the purpose of discussing the 
gold problem; he also, when it was sug- 
gested to him that the bankers would 
come to Washington to discuss the mat- 
ter if be would invite them, declined to 
do so. For the U. S. Treasury to be 
ran entirely independent of Wall street 
men is something decidedly new, and 
compliments for Secretary Carlisle are 
heard on all sides, from Republicans as 
well as from Democrats. One gentle- 
man, a personal friend, said: "Secretary 
Carlisle believes that Wall street bankers 
have had entirely too much say in the 
conduct of the financial department of 
the Government in the past, and that 
they are largely responsible for the pres- 
ent situation. Consequently he has no 
idea of taking them into his confidence 
as to what he intends doing. He pro- 
poses giving them a needed lesson by 
showing them that all the financial abil- 
ity is not congregated in Wall street, 
and that they cannot dictate the cojn- 
try's financial programme." The firm- 
ness of Secretary Carlisle against an is- 
sue of bonds has already brought about 
a better condition of affairs, and it is be- 
lieved that if those who wish to compel 
an issue of bonds became convinced 
that none will be Usned, the demand for 
gold for foreign shipment will soon re- 
sume its normal condition. The out- 
look is now considered much better than 
it was at the beginning of this wee';.

Farm and Garden. 


—A crop of oats should produce fifty 


bushels of grain, and one and a half 
tons of straw per acre, with rich soil. 
An advantage with this crop is that it 
can be fed on the farm, thus avoiding 
hauling and shipping to market. 


—Dry earth is the best disinfectant 


that can be used in large quantities, con- 
sidering the cost. It should be used 
freely in the stables and on the floor of 
the poultry house. It is also useful 
when added to the manure heap as an 
absorbent. 


—Manure is not conductive to the 


Ihrift of very young trees. It is better 
to use artificial fertilizers the first year, 
such as ground bone and ashes, apply- 
ing manure the second year. AVhen 
transplanting young trees no manure or 
fertilizers should be applied in the hole 
made for roots. Simply place the top 
soil next the roots and firm the earth 
veil around the tree. 


—Overfeeding is more general tha 


feeding too little, especially in the sum 
mer. There is no necessity for givin 
an animal more than it requires. Pam 
pered stock is more liable to diseas 
than any others. 


— A Western enchange believes tha 


for those who are situated so they ca 
engage in both dairying and fruit grow 
ing, the combination will prove th 
easiest solution of the fertilizer prob- 
lem. 


— A correspondent of the Rural 


Yorker says he kept one Brahina he 
until eight years old, during which tin 
she laid over 1,200 eggs, and she wa 
still laying well, and had over 100 un 
developed eggs in her large enough t 
be counted when she was accidental! 
killed. 


— Do not neglect spraying the fni 


trees and vines until it is too late. Tl 
flrst application should be made befoi 
the blossoms appear, for the destructio 
of fungi, and repeat the work as ofte 
83 it can be done to advantage afte 
ward. Many of the ao-calletl "blights 
are due to fungi, and persistent wor 
may give a crop where but little fru 
has before beer, obtained. 


—Peach trees may be cut back at an 


time, and they seem to thrive well un 
der severe pruning. AVhen setting them 
out cut them down to a short stick, re- 
moving all branches. This will mak 
them stocky, and cause them to gro\ 
low to the ground. After they hav 
made a good start in growth give an ap 
plication of wood ashes over the surfac 
of tbe ground. 


— Shallow covering of seeds has been 


found mor« favorable to germinatio 
than covering deeply. The small seeds 
such as lettuce, cabbage, turnips, par 
snips and carrots, need only enough dir 
on them to shut out the light, but th 
ground must be very fine and deep. 


— One of the best modes of growing 


oats is to sow them and cut them when 
their heads are in the milky stage. A 
the natural juices of the plant are ar 
rested in the stalk, on its way to fill ou 
the grain, the nutritious matter of thi 
straw is greater than when the seed; 
are permitted to fully mature and are 
then threshed. The "green" oats, curec 
In the milky stage, are fed to horses 
both the straw and the grain, by cutting 
the whole with a fodder cutter, and th 
food is highly relished. 


— There is no calling on earth that is 


f o staple as agriculture. It is true that 
agriculture is more successful when 
other pursuits are prosperous, but the 
farmer will move on in the even tenor 
of his way no matter what occurs. It is 
true when times are depressed he will 
be short of money, but as long as seed 
time and harvest pursue each other he 
•will always have an abundance to live 
on. 


— A good sheep will give its owner 


11.50 per year in wool; and if she raises 
a lamb, the farmer will, on an average, 
get $3.50 for it. This makes an income 
of *5 per head, and no kind of stock 
farming pays anywhere near so well 
for the capital and labor invested. 
More sheep for wool and mutton com- 
bined. Last year, Samuel Terry had 32 
ewes and raised from them ot lambs 
which he sold at *5 a head. This, with 
the wool, made him a very neat income 
from his stock. lie considers his sheep 
more profitable than any of his other 
stock.—Mirror and Farmer. 


— After the plants have been taken 


from the hot-bed do not permit the 
hot-bed to grow a crop of weeds, but 
use it as a cold frame. It is just the 
thing for lettuce, or the tender plants 
may be started in it on pieces of sod. 
Any use for it is better than that of 
weed growing. 


— Spinach may be sown, and a succes- 


sion of crops can be grown, by solving 
seed at intervals of two or three weeks 
The spinach is a hardy plant, and it is 
not too soon to sow the seed for the 
spring crop. 


— A quart of ground oats, mixed will 


two gallons of buttermilk, is au excel 
lent food for young pigs, especial!; 
when weaning them. Green food shouli' 
be given also, and as soon as it can be 
done they should be turned on clover. 


—For early peas use the dwarf varie 


ties. Manure should be applied broad- 
cast on the ground, and well-worked 
into the soil. 


—As much as 1,000 pounds of artifi- 


cial fertilizer has been applied to one 
acre of potatoes, which may appear as a 
very expensive application, but as the 
yield of tubers was over 1,000 bushels 
the expense was but little compared 
with the gain. 


—Radishes are h.irdy, and the seeds 


may be sown early. The grouud should 
be very rich, so as to force them in 
growth which causes them to be crisp. 


— Asa remedy for bark lice wash tbe 


trees witn soapsuds in which tobacco 
has been steeped. AVhen the trunk of 
the tree has been thoroughly washed 
pour the suds around the base of the 
tree, first loosening the earth over the 
roots.

_ Another simple help (easily obtained) 
is, the use of oyster shells ; place one in 
the tea kettle and it will keep the crust 
Irpm forming on the inside. When the 
clinkers begin to collect on the firebrick 
after using the poker, etc., until you be- 
gin to despair of getting them oft with- 
out breaking the brick, place a few oys- 
ter shells on the coals when the fire is 
hot. and see how soon the clinkers will 
scale off. 


If we only keep our eyes open we mav 


find many helpful friends in the despised 
accumulation usually burnt or thrown 
aside as rubbish. 


If your chamois has been misplaced or 


worn out, the powder gone with no 
chance of replenishing it, or any of your 
favorite helps for rapid window washing 
missing, do not decide that it will be 
drudgery without them, but try news- 
papers, and I am sure you will use them 
in the future in preference to the expen- 
sive helps which you use to consider 
necessary. Hub a lurge piece of news- 
paper in the hands until soft, wipe off 
the glass with a damp cloth and quickly 
polish it with the paper: the printer's 
ink will make the glass shine and you 
will be surprised to find how quickly it 
is done. 


A fiat tea kettle, for instance, wide 


and shallow, in which water can be hur- 
riedly boiled, is a convenience which no 
housekeeper should be without. An al- 
cohol lamp, or a contrivance to fasten 
upon a gas jet, so that the flame may 
spread quickly under the surface of tbe 
kettle, will often save time when it is 
necessary to heat water for an invalid's 
use.

I pititd them, when, in tDid-winter, and 
Heated by a long hard drive, they were 
compelled lo draw the load through the 
breaking ice, slipping and splashing 
their way to tbe opposite bank. The 
road relerred to has been further im- 
proved by the side-cutting of Bayly's 
ilill and the partial grading of others • 
the filling up of low, swampy places 
with stone aud gravel, t[,e uuderdrain- 
ing of springs and other general im- 
provements of road-bed. .Now, as this 
road passes through six townships, tn*y 
it not be considered a fair sample ot 
Ihe roads of the county ? 


But we must not inter from this that 


our roads aie all they should be. Much 
yet remains to be done in the way of 
improvement, for instance, tbere are 
mauy bills that by side-cutting or mak- 
ing a short cut at the top and filling at 
the foot would reduce ihe grade one- 
fourth or one-half. 


In winter when there is much snow 


many of our roads drift shut, often re- 
quiring a special tax to open them, be- 
sides leaving a large body of snow to 
melt gradually, thus keeping the roads 
in an almost impassible condition until 
late in the spring. Most ot this could 
be avoided it inslead ot rail and board, 
wire fences were put up, which would 
not check the drifting snow. 


There are between Centre Mills and 


IdaTille several miles of road that I 
have never known to be in a cut up con- 
dition. The reason for this Is the road- 
bed consists of a gray flint gravel with 
the most perfect natural drainage, both 
of surface and sub-soil. 
Xow, this 


should be an object lesson to us, show- 
ing that what we want to have better 
roads is a more thorough system of 
drainage, which, I ihink can be dem- 
onstrated to the Institute by an experi- 
ment which has been going on in your 
presence for a short time. 
This piece 


of brick was perfectly dry when placed 
in an inch of water and now it is wet to 
the top, or will be until we are through. 
This illustrates how through capillary 
attraction tbe water at the bottom of 
our road-beds affect our dirt roads, 
making it impossible to have good 
roads until this supply of water is taken 
from the sub-soil or foundation. 
The 


water that falls in rain upon the surface 
would not be so damaging if good surface 
drainage were provided for it, and if 
some should sink into the bed it would 
not be checked by that rising, but un- 
hindered, would find its 
way out 


through the tiles. With such drainage 
a tew days of sue and wind would be 
much more effective in drying the 
roads. 


Let us now look at the cost. Tile, at 


S15 per thousand would amount to 
$105.60 per mile; ditching, at 25 cents 
per rod, $80; total, S3S5.00 per single 
drain. It would cost something for de- 
livery, and perhaps for stone aud gravel 
where needed. An experienced ditcher 
would know just where to place them 
to do the most good, or to be most ef- 
fective. 


1 have frequently seen creek gravel 


used on undrained roads, and in a year 
or two it was lost in the mud ; where 
red shale was used, in about the same 
length of time it changed from stone to 
mud. 
Yet, I have no doubt that if a 


good layer of shale was put down and 
coveied with creek gravel, thus keep- 
ing it from exposure, that it would last. 
for years. 


I have had about three-fourths of a 


mile of road to keep up for the last nine 
years, and have put into practice a little 
of all that is here recommended. It is 
the "stitch in time" that keeps the 
roads in good condition, and if we 
would have ours better we must change 
somewhat our system of road-making, 
adopting improved methods. 
It is to be hoped that some good may 


come from the study of this important 
question which seems clearly to indi- 
cate the fact, that if we want a more 
economical anij improved road system, 
which will yield the most permanent 
good for the money expended; we 
must relegate to the rear the old time- 
honored custom of "working out our 
road tax" aud in its stead pay it in 
money.

izens in the township as Koad Commis- 
sioners or Supervisors. 
It would lie 


well to elect as the School Directors 
ure. Thus there will be an experienced 
man in tbe board all tbe time, who, be- 
ing acquainted with the roads and 
knowing where work is most needed, 
would enable them to have intelligent 
plans of work mapped out, for which 
specifications could be carefully drawn 
and bids advertised for ; the right being 
reserved to reject any or all bids, and 
pay conditioned, upon tbe faithful per- 
formance of the work according to con- 
tract, as the County Commissioners do. 


Owing to the scarcity in Adams 


county of good road material, doubtless 
all will agree that what is most needed 
is practical common sense in regard to 
the best methods of making and keep- 
ing in repair our common dirt roads. 
Or, are we as farmers and fellow cit- 
izens of our towns and villages getting 
ready to join the procession headed by 
tbe bicyclist? 


The Agricultural Epitomist of In- 


diana, says: "Farmers and bicyclists 
should be good friends. 
The hump- 


back young man with knickerbockers, 
curving himself over the handle-bar of 
his wheel, is not a strikingly hand- 
some feature in tbe landscape, but be 
has a loud voice. 
He may frighten 


your horse, but he is a power for the 
improvement of tbe country. The pres- 
ent agitation for better roads was 
started by bicycle riders. 
Their cry 
was taken up ; everybody heard it and 
joined in the sbont." From this grew 
tbe organization of a National League 
for good roads, of which Gen. Roy 
Stone, the originator, is Vice Presi- 
dent and Secretary. He proposes tbat 
for the improvement of the roads the 
United States should pay one-fourth, 
the State one-fourth, the county one- 
fourth and tbe township one-l'ourth 
Isn't he very liberal in giving r The 
township and county two full shares, 
with the sprinkling of the balance 
thrown in. He is tacked up by bank- 
ers, railroad officials and city capital- 
ists.
